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EARNING  OUR  FREEDOM! 

Whenever  Shevuoth  arrives  on  the  annual  Jewish 
cycle,  with  the  recollection  of  the  “Presentation  of  the 
Torah.”  an  old  question  arises  to  prod  our  homiletic 
consciousness.  The  event  at  Mount  Sinai  was  the  most 
dramatic,  most  world-stirring  in  the  history  of  man- 
kind. The  Torah  of  Moses  and  of  Israel,  which  made 
the  Jews  a nation,  became  the  forerunner  of  the  most 
precious  doctrines  of  philosophy  and  faith.  Why  did 
so  momentous  an  episode  take  place  at  the  foot  of  a 
small,  insignificant,  unbeautiful  mountain,  in  the  midst 
of  the  wilderness?  How  much  more  effective  the  whole 
thing  might  have  been  if  the  heavenly,  classic  drama 
of  “Mattan  Torah”  had  taken  place  in  Eretz  Yisroel, 
on  the  spot  where  Jacob  dreamed  his  dream  of  angels, 
where  the  Temple  was  to  be  erected ; or  on  one  of  the 
picturesque  Palestinian  mountains  like  Scopus,  where 
the  Hebrew  University  now  stands. 

There  are  many  answers  to  this  logical  query, 
answers  homiletical  and  historical.  It  seems  to  us, 
however,  that  the  soundest  explanation  is  that  the  ac- 
ceptance by  Israel  of  the  Torah  was  a vital  prerequisite 
for  the  establishment  of  the  people  upon  their  home- 
land. Before  national  emancipation  and  national  inte- 
grity can  be  assured,  national  responsibility  must  be 
assumed ! It  was  the  proud  and  ready  cry  of  Israel, 
“Naaseh  V’nishma — we  shall  do,  and  we  will  under- 
stand”— that  demontrated  their  eligibility  for  nation- 
hood. After  bondage  in  Egypt  and  galuth  in  the  wilder- 
ness, the  final  test  applied  to  Israel  was  the  test  of 
national  obligation.  Having  met  this  test — they  turned 
their  eyes  and  headed  toward  the  Promised  Land. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  years  of  the  fetters  and 
fleshpots  of  Egypt.  Then  forty  years  in  the  wilderness. 
And  then  Palestine ! Since  our  last  expulsion  from 
Palestine,  either  for  want  of  a Moses,  or  for  no  want  of 
freedom,  we  spent  nineteen  hundred  years  in  many 
kinds  of  Egypt — and  then  came  Herzl.  Then  forty 
years  of  Zionism  which  made  countless  Jews  suddenly 
realize  that  the  most  free  land  in  Galuth  is,  for  the 
Jew,  a wilderness.  Yet  many  murmured  against  Herzl. 
A deluded  dreamer,  an  impractical  visionary — and 
worse,  he  was  called ! Then  came  the  Balfour  Declara- 


tion. Britain  and  the  world  recognized  Jewish  national 
integrity.  But  Jews,  rich  Jews,  powerful  Jews  still 
refused  to  see  it.  During  the  fifteen  years  after  the 
Balfour  Declaration  altogether  about  a thousand  Jews 
left  Germany  for  Palestine.  The  rest  of  German  Jewry 
scoffed.  In  the  five  years  since  Hitler,  forty-four  thou- 
sand German  Jews  fled  to  Palestine — while  thousands 
who  weep  today  and  do  penance  at  the  grave  of  Herzl, 
would  like  to  crawl  to  Eretz  Yisroel  on  their  hands 
and  knees — and  cannot ! 

Givat  Britain  did  not  shut  the  doors  of  Palestine 
to  Jewish  immigration.  Jewish  indifference  did!  The 
Royal  Commision  is  not  guilty  of  the  ‘crime’  of  Parti- 
tion. Jews  who  could  have  helped  buy  more  land  in 
Palestine — but  who  looked  upon  Keren  Hayesod  and 
Keren  Kayemeth  as  objects  of  Jewish  charity — they 
are  to  blame.  When  Lloyd  George  testified  before  the 
Royal  Commission,  he  recalled  that  he  was  Prime 
Minister  at  the  time  the  Mandate  was  established,  and 
stated  that  Britain  thought  that  in  the  twenty  years 
following  the  Balfour  Declaration,  Jews  would  be  a 
majority  in  Palestine.  We  should  have  been!  We  could 
have  been ! But  Jews  gave  pittances,  when  they  should 
have  given  fortunes  for  freedom.  Now  Jews,  whose 
fortunes  have  gone  the  way  of  Nazi  confiscation  and 
Polish  boycott,  are  living  on  pittances,  while  Pales- 
tinian Jewry  fights  and  labors  and  bleeds  for  them! 

It  has  become  patent  enough,  in  our  painwracked 
state  the  world  over,  that  Palestine  is  our  only  hope 
for  emancipation.  Leib  JafTe  puts  it  poignantly  correct 
when  he  says  that  U.P.A.  may  have  been  a voluntary 
tax  on  the  part  of  Jewry  before.  Now  it  is  a war  tax! 
For  the  world  is  at  war  against  us — and  our  friends 
will  be  lost  unto  us  uless  we  show  a genuine  will  to  be 
free. 

Canadian  Jewry  is  rising  all  over  to  the  challenge 
of  our  abnormal  status — by  refusing  to  respond  to  a 
normal  psychology  of  giving.  With  regard  to  Palestine 
we  cannot  afford  to  think  in  terms  of  doing  ‘what  we 
can.’  Let  us  not  be  philanthropists  when  we  should  be 
statesmen ! Let  our  response  to  the  United  Palestine 
Appeal  be  an  answer,  at  last,  to  the  life  or  death 
challenge  to  our  people.  We  cannot  be  free  as  a nation 
without  a country.  We  cannot  hope  for  national  eman- 
cipation if  we  wallow  in  the  freeest  of  wildernesses. 
Let  us  become  nationally  responsible.  Let  us  fulfill  the 
“Naaseh!”  Then — “Nishma”— we  shall  hear  the  final 
call  to  freedom  in  Eretz  Yisroel. 
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MEET  LEIB  JAFFE 

OF  JERUSALEM 

Leib  JafFe  returns  to  Canada  after 
five  years.  Those  who  remember  him — 
and  one  can  hardly  help  remembering 
hint — will  recall  a fine,  aesthetic  face, 
a strong,  receding  brow,  the  intense, 
searching  look  of  a great,  pratical 
dreamer. 

Leib  Jaffe  is  one  of  the  most  beloved 
personalities  in  world  Zionism.  A re- 
cognized poet  in  several  languages,  a 
veteran  Zionist  from  the  early  days  of 
Zionism  in  the  small,  intimate  army  of 
Herzl,  Director  of  the  Jerusalem  Office 
of  Keren  Hayesod,  and  a member  of  the 
Jewish  Agency,  Le'b  Jaffe  is  a unique 
synthesis  of  all  that  is  classic  in  Jewish 
culture  and  nationalism  with  all  that  is 
practical  in  a strife-torn,  Jew-baiting 
world  in  which  Palestine  is  the  only 
permanent  hope  of  Israel. 

When  Leib  Jaffe  speaks,  he  radiates 
the  deathlessness  of  Jewish  idealism 
through  Jewish  suffering  and  striving. 
He  generates  the  constructive  spirit  of 
Eretz  Yisroel  which  has  been  his  home 
for  nearly  two  decades.  His  message  to 
the  Jewish  people  of  Ca:  ada  is  a message 
from  the  Jewish  soul,  which  blossoms 
only  in  Palestine  where  the  Jewish  soul 
is  free — to  the  soul  of  every  Jew  who 
w'ould  ho:  estly  be  free.  He  has  met  and 
impressed  crowned  heads- — has  been  an 
ambassador  of  his  people  n every  corner 
if  the  globe.  All  Ottawa  Jewry  will  ex- 
tend a hearty  ‘Shalom’  to  Leib  Jaffe  of 
Palestine.

FROM  MR.  LOEB’S  REPORT 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that,  since 
my  last  report,  substantial  strides  have 
been  made,  not  only  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation, but  also  in  other  activities  of  the 
Talmud  Torah.  At  present,  the  actual 
enrollment  is  216  pupils — 13'8  boys  and 
78  girls;  178  pupils  plus  16  kindergarten 
children  are  taught  in  the  central  Tal- 
mud Torah  ,and  22  in  the  James  St. 
Branch.  This  shows  an  increase  of  45 
pupils  since  the  time  of1  our  last  report. 
To  my  knowledge,  this  is  the  largest  en- 
rolment of  pupils  the  Talmud  Torah  has 
ever  had.  with  the  possible  exception  of 
one  short  period  in  1935. 

Mention  might  also  be  made  of  the 
group  of  older  boys,  know  as  the  ‘Chug 
Ivri’,  organized  by  Mr.  Lieff  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  once  a week  and 
discussing  various  topics  in  Hebrew. 

I would  also  like  to  mention  a very 
active  organization  operating  under  the 
w'ng  of  the  Talmud  Torah — the  Alumni 
Club.  These  boys,  from  16  to  20  years 
of  age,  under  the  leadership  of  Yale 
Greenberg,  have  done  very  fine  work 
in  the  past  year,  both  culturally,  edu- 
cationally and  socially,  and  have  been 
very  helpful  to  the  Board  by  contribut- 
ing a substantial  sum  towards  defray- 
in  the  cost  of  the  Memorial  Tablet. 

A forward  march  in  progress  has 
recently  been  taken.  As  a result  of1  our 
Spring  campaign  for  new  pupils,  we 
were  successful  in  following  through 
the  recommendation  of  Rabbi  Margolis 
for  the  establishment  of  a k'ndergarten. 
We  row  have  16  young'  children  attend- 
ing, and,  although  the  class  is  still  in 
the  experimental  stage,  we  have  hopes 
that  it  may  bring  gratify'ng  and  far- 
reaching  results  in  time  to  come.  The 
success  of  the  kindergarten  will  depend 
to  a great  extent  on  the  interest  and 
co-operat’on  d splayed  by  the  parents 
of  children  of  kindergarten  age.  For 
the  present,  this  class  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Riva  Yassi,  who  is 
doing  this  extra  work  without  additional 
remuneration-

I failed  to  mention  the  wonderful  work 
performed  by  Rev.  J.  Rabin  as  Education- 
al Director  of  the  Talmud  Torah.  His 
capable  assistance  to  the  Board  has  been, 
and  still  is,  invaluable,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  him  for  his  help.
